with death to moft of our crew and pafleageis. The par- 
ticulars were thefe, Oa the 15th November, we foiled from 
Halifax for St. Joha’s, baving on bard e4 fouls, 16 of 
winch were paifengers, tnd atnong tlem a lady with three 
children; the oldett five -yeers and the yonngeit ten months 
on the goth, being thea 70 miles weft of Sea-Iifle, in the 
bay of Funday, we difcovered at about 8 o'clock in the 
evening, @ fire in the after hold of the velfel ; every en- 
deavor was in@ently tried to extingulfh the Mames ; but in 
vain ; the dry goods with which the Was principally load- 
ed, were all in flames, and had fpreafi to every part of the 
brig. In this dreadful fiuation we bad no other alterna- 
tive; but to take to cur boat, which being but 16 feet long 
was illy calculated enber for containing fo maany fou!s or 
for navigating a fea which was th tempelluous We 
however left the bg about 10 o’cloak at night, and em- 
barked on board our little boap; the, wind then blowing 
from land ; the next day twG@eef tht men died; and on 
the gd the lady and her peor infamis expired under their 
fevere fufferings ; from this time umtil we were taken up, 
the mea Were cootinuMly dying. The cries of the afflict- 
ed woman and her infant children Were the moit heart 
piercing of anything I eve: felt or @xpeieaced ; to have 
faved them I would willingly have ferficed my own life, 
During this period, and anul we were relieved we hed no- 
thing to eat or drink, On the 6th day, we had but 5 out 
of the 24 that left the veile! with us ; and thefe fo exhautt- 
ed with fatigue and hunger, a3 to be unable to throw all 
the dead overboard ; imdecd we were compelled to eat 
part of the flefh of one man, who had weenly died. On 
“the 7th day we were providentially taken up by a veffel, 
and carried to Yarmoth, on the Nova-Scotia fhore ; where 
every alliance and comfort was afforded us, One of the 
five taken up is fiance dead ; and the others except myleilf, 
fo froft bitten as to be forever maimed?”
